Canada has paid as high as 8 per 5 : 
cent for war money in the United |The End in View. 
States. The best that is hoped for | 


by the Government is that the next 
war loan may be floated at a trifle 
under 6 per cent. When the Do- 
minion of Canada could borrow all 
the money it wanted at-4 per cent, 
the rate ordinarily charged for 
business loans, in this part of the 
country at least, was 8 per cent.

The Teutonic alliance includes | 
Germany, Austria-Hungary, Bul- | 
garia and Turkey. Naturalized | 
British subjects, formerly citizens 
of these countries, are disfranchis- 
ed by the war time elections act, | 
unless they were naturalized be- | 
fore 1902. That is a provision that | 
in its gross and sweeping injustice | 
might have been expected to sat- | 
isfy the most unscrupulous even 
amongst the supporters of the 
Borden government. That a man 
who has been a citizen for a 
generation and a resident of the 
country for at least three years 
longer is deprived of his vote with- 
out any act of omission or com-| 
mission on his part has hitherto 
been unthinkable under the Brit- 
ish flag. The Borden government 
can fairly claim to have set a new 
standard in keeping faith with its 
citizens, 

While the Bohemian, the Ru- 
thenian and the Roumanian are 
disfranchised because they are of | 
Austrian nationality — although 
known to be strongly in sympathy | 


Armenian, who are of Turkish na- | 
tionality, are specially enfran- 
chised, 

But while the Bohemian, Ruthe- 
nian and Roumanian, who are of 


chised, the German who is of Rus- | 


|sian or Swiss nationality is also | 


disfranchised. Russia is one of | 
the allies of Britain. Her people | 
speak many languages. German 
is one of these many. Of the 
people of Russia who speak Ger- | 
man, neither they nor their fa- | 
thers nor grandfathers, ever lived | 
in Germany. Their ancestors were | 
colonists to Russia, just as they | 
themselves are colonists to Can- | 
ada. And they retained their | 
German speech and character in | 
Russia largely because that gov- 
ernment dealt with them differ- | 
ently than with its subjects of 
Russian race. Just as the Canadi- 
an government by its disfranchise- 
ment law in meting out to them 
treatment different from that giv- 


en native born citizens, is building|  ,, 


them into a separate people. 


German speaking Swiss are dis- | 


franchised as well as German 


|speaking Russians. Switzerland is | 
ja neutral country. A Swiss army, | 


speaking German, French or Ital- | 
ian, has guarded the frontiers 
against possible German or Aus- | 
trian aggression ever since the 
war began. The prisoners of war | 
of all the nations by mutual ar- | 
rangement find a haven of rest in 
Switzerland. The Swiss people by 
their instincts of government are 
more opposed to the principle of 
Prussianism than any other people 
in Europe, and yet the German 
speaking Swiss who have come to | 
Canada within the past eighteen 
years are disfranchised. As the 
openly avowed purpose of the act 
was to secure the return of the | 
Borden government at the coming | 
election, there is no doubt that the | 
disfranchisement of a people 
whose ideas of liberty are so firm- 
ly established as those of the Swiss 
was well advised. Bordenism is 
too much like Kaiscrism for them. | 

Mennonites and Doukhobors | 
are specifically disfranchised, al- | 
though many persons who must | 
in law be elassed as members of 
these sects are in fact not members 
and do not claim exemption from 
military service because of such | 
membership. 

While all Mennonites and Douk- | 
hobors are specifically disfran- | 
chised, members of the Quaker or 
other pacifist sects or communities 
are only disfranchised if they 
claim exemption from  conserip- 
tion, That is, the Quaker over 
military age or who is unfit for 
military service can vote, but the 
Mennonite or Doukhobor who is in 
the same position ean not, 

In the search for reasons for the 


disfranchisement of naturalized 
citizens the Borden government 


has certainly gone all the way 
down the line, It will be their 
record that they did what they 
could to establish a sense of griev- 
ance against British 
and Canadian citizenship in the
